The Hen'a Formal Introduction of H«r 


Brood to tho World. 


For bringing up their families pea- 


hens are n model to ertr^ other feath- 
ered fowl In existence. Tho nest la 
usually mado of a quantity of drjr 
sticks, and when firttlj- <et and on It 
the difficulty is to find out -where the 
hen Is. So beautifully docs tho ash 
Cray ulnmago assimilate -with the sur- 
roundings that It li oltcn possible to 
tumblo over the nest betoro recogniz- 
ing It In this nest are laid from tbreo 
to (our large whitish eggs about the 
size of thoso laid by tho common do- 
mestic goose. 


When the chicks are batched out th«y 


are tho most delightful IttUe brown 
birds Imaginable. The color Is a rich 
deep brown, and they much resemblo 
youn£ pheasants both In size and. la 
coloring. 
JIany people haro o/tea 


laughed at tho curious etiquette notice- 
able In the behavior of bees toward 
their queen. But tho peafowl etiquette 
In Introducing young chicks to their 
owner Is at least as curious. Aa «oon 
oa tho chicles are able to walk th« 
mother marshals Ibom ID a procession, 
and. leading herself, she stalks to the 
place where she and tho others aro 
generally fed. Having formally Intro- 
duced her brood, bhe takes thepx b»ct£ 
to tho nest, and thoy are not seen any 
more for som< weets. Tht-hen will 
como ana be lei. but the chicks aro 
supposed to regain In retreat till they 
nro grown to the sire of spring chli-lc- 
ens. -when they come out nnd Join the 
rest of tho fowls and learn to feed for 
themselves.—Country Borne.
